Tien Ts'.n, March 19.— Excitomrnt 
and anxiety here as to tbe posaible de- 
velopments of the Anglo-Russian sid- 
ing dispute -do not abate. A company 
of British troops and a company of 
Russian soldiers romain encamped on 
either side of the trench, looking at 
each other. The Russiana have orders 
to flr^ on any one commencing work. 

QeiMm Wogack says the trouble 
was oaoMd by the unwarrantable in- 
terference of the British In the affairs 
of the Russian eonceswion, and he iidds 
that the siding will not be continued 
unless he receives orders from Us own 
■upcrlora to recede. 

Field Marshal von Waldersee Is ex- 
pected here, noth sides will appeal to 
him, but they both consider the matter 
to be beyond his aiitliority, and he will 
await orders from Europe. 

Speaking of the attack made by a 
number of excited French soldiers on 
some nuTilxTs of the British Sikii rcR- 
iraent, Stinday, General Lome Camp- 
bell says it was merely a childish out- 
break against the orders of their own 
general, who had forbidden the French 
soldiers to enter the British conces- 
sion. This order loilowed a request 
made by General Lorne-Campbell after 
almost every resident had complained 
of the French in insulting women, re- 
fusing to pay for purchases, acting ri- 
otously, and abusing American and En- 
glish soldiers. 

General Voyren, the French com- 
mander, recognized that this must stop, 
and ordered the French soldiers to 

keep in their own concession. General 
].,orne-C;ampboll was perfectly satisfied 
that General Voyron was in harmony 
with him and anxious to keep order. 

Major Foote of the Ninth United 
States Infantry says the French sol- 
diers were frequently abusive to Amer- 
ican troops wlio were unarmed while 
out on pass, while tbe French were 
armed with swords or bayonets. On 
one occasion an American disarmed a 
Frenchman and turned over his weap- 
on to the sergeant of the Ruard, ex- 
plaining satisfactorily his reasons for 
the action taken taken. Major Footo 
said that sooner or later the British 
must act In Interest of the concession. 

General Voyron says there is no fric- 
tion between the French and British. 
The Incident of Sunday was regretta- 
ble, was caused by a few excitable 
men, and has no connection whatever 
•with any feeling individual Frenchmen 
may hold in favor of the Russian 
claims in cnnnection with the land on 
which it was proposed to build tbe 
ral broad siding.

Report That Frencli »<ul<U ra Al»u 
Tantalize tbe Uritlsb. 

New York, March 19. — A dispatch 
from Tien Tsln says: The Russian 
general, Wogack, hgs declined a com 
promise suggested by Count vou Wal- 
dersee. Tbe tension here is increas- 
ing and a conflict may be expected at 
any moment The troops of all na- 
tions are under arms. The situation 
at tbe railway station remains the 
same, although the temper of the hos- 
tile troops Is, if possible, more disqui- 
eting than before. 

French troops are taking part in the 
trouble, despite the efforts of their offi- 
cers to maintain a neutral attitude. 
Many groups of French ran through 
the British settlement shouting, "Down 
with the BngUshl" and a number of 
lights took place, sevvral ending In 
bloodshed, as the French always carry 
sldearms. Finally three French sol- 
diers attacked Captain Bogles of ttie 
British army and pulled him out of hia 
rickshaw. The captain detonded him- 
self with his flsU and^Hllknocked 
down a number of his aiHwHts, when 
a number of Sikhs came to his res( ne. 
General Campbell then turijed out all 
bis troops, drove the French out and 
set pickets aroundthe settlement, with 
orders to admit no French soldiers to 
the concession. 

CLAIM IT M BBTTLRD. 

Brltlsb Papers are Letting Themselves 
Down Gently. 

London, March 19.— Some of the aft- 
ernoon newspapers say the Tien Tsiu 
dlfllculty hss been arranged, and claim 
that the misunderstanding was due to 
the Chinese authorities granting the 
same concession to two nations. It le 
alleged that the arrangement enables 
Great Britain to proceed with the con- 
struction of the railroad siding, but If 
Russia's concession proves to be ear- 
lier than that of Great Britain the lat- 



ter is to acknowledge the claims of 
Russia to the concession. 

The foreign office, however, has no 
Information tending to confirm the an- 
nooncement of concessions having 
been made, and the oflfclals are rather 

inclined to doubt that such an arrange- 
ment has been arrived at. They say 
the original concession was given up 
by Russia. 

'Afternoon pepers welcome the latest 
news concerning the awkward situa- 
tion of affairs at Tien Tsln as Indicat- 
ing the prol>,'iMlit V nf the forces of 

both Russia and Great Britain being 
saved by the intervention of a disin- 
terested power. 
Lord George Hamilton, secreatry for 

India, replying to a qu»'sfi(jn in the 
house of commons, said that no other 
distui'iiances are anticipated at Tien 
Tain, and that the sentries remained 
in their previous positions with strict 
orders not to assume the aggressive, 
pending the settlement of the Immedi- 
ate cause of the dlfllculty by the mili- 
tary authorities on the spot. Lord 
George Hamilton assured Sir BIIIb 
Ashmead Bartlett that no instructions 
had been sent to the British ofllcer at 
Tien Tsln, either by the government 
or by Sir Ernest Satow, not to resist 
seizure by the Russians ot land re- 
quired for the siding.

French ometal Thinks Ragland Is 

t'p Against It. 

Paris, March 19. — At a caliinet coun- 
cil the minister of foreign affairs, M. 
Delcasse, related tbe progress of the 
peace negotiations at Peking. He said 
the latest dispaf hes made no mention 
of the incidents reported as occurring 
at Tien Tsin. 

"Russia will not recede from the po- 
sition she has' taken In the matter of 
the railroad siding at Tien Tsln; of 
that you can be assured." This state- 
ment was made by a high ofBcial of 
the foreign office. Continuing, the ofB- 
cial said: "Russia will not advance 
and will act, slowly, but having taken 
up the position she now occupies she 
will only be moved therefrom by force. 
Kngland ha.s been unsuccessful in her 
ffi'ort to secure th(> aid of other powers 
to attack Russia's position regarding 
Manchuria, and Is not likely to begin 
hostilities unsupported in the present 
Instance. It Is hardly possible that 
England will go to war over a railroad 
siding, with the Transvaal question 
still pending. I expect to see England 
yield. As to the statement that French 
soldiers attacked an English officer, we 
do not believe It to be true, for, al- 
though the alleged attack occurred 
yesterday, we have not yet had any 
advices on the subject."

Russia on Her Dignity. 
8t Petersburg, March 19.— In reply 
to a quesUon a competent official said : 
"It is not true that Russia has yielded 
to She representations of any of tbe 
powers and modified her demands re- 
specting Manchuria, because no repre- 
sentations have been made. Every 
tentative attempt to address the Rus- 
sian government on the suliject of our 
pour parlers with China has been cate- 
gorically declined. Russia is a great 
power and has the right to hold nego- 
tiations with any othM* government, 
and no other power has the ri^t to 
interfere. Tentatives made In a friend- 
ly spirit have received a friendly an- 
swer. But, plainly stated, Russia can 
not receive Inquiries regarding the 
above." The offlclal admitted that 
Great Britain is the nation rebulted. 

Qreed ef Nations. 

Washington, March 19.— It is feared 
here that the negotiations at Peking 
respecting indemnities may fail owing 
to the greed of individual nations. Mr. 
Rockhlll, special United States com- 
missioner, who has been in close com- 
munication by cable with the state de- 
partment, has nothing but discourag 
Ing reports to make of this important 
branch of the negotiations. It appears 
that tbe ministers can net egree upon 
any oniform hnsls of ladeiBnitr. some 
powers demanding enormous sums. 

Plehen te l^ve Peking. 
Paris, March 19. — A dispatch from 

Peking says that M. Pichon. French 
minister to China, will leave Peking 
the beginning of April. He will be suc- 
ceeded in China by M. Beau, who will 
sturt for Pekin g April 7 . 

French Fereee te le Reduced. 
Paris, March 19.— A dispatch from 
Peking says the state of the Chinese 

negotiations will soon permit the re- 
duction of the French forces by about 
10,000 men, » hu will be repatriated.

Leavenworth. Mareh 10. — In the 
Kansas «Uate penitenliary coal mine 
at Lansing. 2b4 prisoners who went 
went down into the mine Monday 
morning have mutinied and are hold- 
ing 16 guards as hostages. They refuse 
to let the guards come to the surface 
until Warden Tomlinson promises to 
give them better food, and threaten to 
km the guards if their demands are 
not complied with. Tbe mines are run 
by the worst class of prisoners in the 
ptnitentiary. and among those who 
have mutinied are 20 life prisoners. 
Warden Tomlinson has refused to 
grant tbe request of the convicts 
Many complaints have been made at 
the penitentiary by the prisoners be- 
cause of the grade of food furnished 
them, and tf) this dissatisfaction has 
been added allegations of maltreat- 
ment. The convicts refuse to permit 
addltonal guards to enter tbe mine 
They have killed the mules used In the 
mine and are living on the meat. >ic)st 
of the prisoners are desperate men, 
and serious trouble may result before 
they are compelled to surrender. 

There Is wild excitement In Lansing 
among the families of the guards, and 
It is feared som." of the guards will be 
kiled liy the mutineers. 

All the penitentiary shoe and manu- 
facturing shops are closed and the con- 
victs are held closely In their cells. 
This Is In order to have the guards in 
readiness for emergency to handle con- 
victs should they attempt to rush from 
the mine to escape. 

Thirty Call For Parkur. 
Chicago. .March 1'.". — Leander 1). Par- 
ker, general superintendent of the 
Postal Telegraph company 18 years, 
died at his home In Evanston. after a 
long Illness. .Mr. Parker resigned his 
position with tlM' Postal Telegraph 
company the first of the year owing to 
ill health. Mr. Parker bad charge of 
the construction of the western lines 
of the Postal when that company was 
extending Its system throughout the 
west. He entered the telegraph serv- 
ice in Xis^i,). and tin- first tliree years of 
the civil war served as a military oper- 
ator. Mr. Parker was born in Canada 
in 1837. 



Shipload of Spirits Strsnded. 
et Johns. N. F., March 19. — Tbe 
French barkentlne Aquitalne, from 
Bayonne for St. Pierre with a cargo of 
wines, spirits and general supplies for 
the French bank Ashing fleet, is ashore 
oft Cape La Hune, on the south coast 
of Newfoundland.

"wsR purely a matter of money. There 
waa plenty of food in the country, but 
tb» people died becaoae they did not 
have the means to bay it, and the Brit- 
ish Government had other uses for its 
own. One'tenth of the money apent in 
brinning 200,000 reluctant Boers into the 
empire would have prevented over five 
^imea their number of British subjects 
from going oat of it by the road to death." 



"TiiK Cuban amendment dors not seem 
to me to be in accord with the solemnly 
declared and freijuently reiterated policy 
of the republic relative to Cuba. Be- 
sides this, it practically awsnmes urave 
responsibilities which do not exist. By 
this ultimatum wc in eti'ect assume a 
protectorate over Cuba. Tliis is a new 
departure in the Nationhl policy, a 
power whi( h we have never hi f . re un- 
ilertaken to exercise, and which it has 
been insisted is entirely out of the ques- 
tion in connection with the Philippinea. 
I do not believe a protectorate can be 
predicated upon the Monroe doctrine, 
nor du I believe we can constitutionally 
exercise such a power. If we can, we 
can exercise it wherever the Monroe 
doctrine applies, and it is conceded that 
it applies to the whole continent. Are 
we to exercife protectoratea in time oyer 
all South American covemmenta as oo- 
caaion may arise? The aasnmption of 
snob vast re«>pooaibiUtiea no one who 
lovee oar institutions can contemplate 
without serious mif>^ivin);s. 

The above sounds like it came from 
some Democratic editor or orator, but it 
didn't. (JongresFni in Littl tidd,aMaiDe 
Republican, makes thia tUung criticiam 
of his party's Cuban policy. But what 
do the Hanna-Mi-Kinley crowd of empire 
promoters care for the Oonstit ution ? The 
most alarming thing in connection with 
all this disn>gtrd of the Constitution is 
that the greater portion of the Repnbli- 
can party, hlimleil hy parlit^anship, a| - 
plaad and endorse every move made by 
the Hanna^Mckinley crowd. 

REACTION AGAINST HIGH TARIFF. 
"The reaction against a high tarlfT," 

remarks .f. W. Bryan in The Commoner, 
"is manifesting itself in many (luarters. 
Attention has already been called to the 
criticism of Ex-Attorney General Miller 
and to Mr. Babcock's bill to put trust 
products on the free list. Now comes 
the New York Independent and regis- 
ters its protest asainst the tariff datiea 
which are being utilized by the troatitor 
purpobes oi-extortioD. He aays: 

If these duties are ao longer protec- 
tlYe, are they in any way iojariona to 
the American people? We think thev 
are, so far m they are abased by oombl- 
naUons that make them serve aa inatra- 
meats to support prices fixed by agree- 
ment for ^ home maiket. There ia ev- 
idence that some AmMtun manafaotar- 
ers are selling their goods abroad, as 
they have sold them in the past, at 
pncM Ibwer than those which they de- 
mlng, and are enabled by . ombination 
to exact, in tbia country. The American 
conaamer can never be convinced that 
the business of thoae who supply hia 
wants ought to be conducted in this way. 
Ue leels tbat the manufacturers, for the 
eooooragement of whom he has sup- 
portad protective legislation and paid 
tV^m iapoaed ladimttj by that IgfW*- 



(ion, ought to give him prices as low aa 
thrsH wliich they give to the foreisrner. 
But the repf'al of unnedesaary tariff' du- 
ties will yield little or no relief if the re- 
straint from possible competition from 
abroad can not be applied. Everybody 
knowa tbat foreign manufacturers in the 
iron and steel industry would not now 
be able to threaten our combinations 
with imports even if the duties should 
be repealed to-morrow. The prices 
which they m tut lMIY*Jire too high, and 
the cost of their raw material and lalwr 
will prevent aay oonsidefable ndnction 
hereafter. 

The protectionista have always assnred 
as (hat competition would regulate 
pricea at home provided the foreigner 
waa excluded. Now we find that the 

trusts destroy competition at home and 
raise prices here while they compete 
with the foreigner ia bia borne market. 

Every trust will act as an object leffon 
to teach the people the injustice of a high 
tirUr.
